California Aborigine Delights the An- 


thropologists With Evidences of 


Prehistoric Character. 


San Francisco, Sept. 6.—Anthropol- 


ogists of the University of California 
announce that they have In custody 
"the most uncontamlnated aborigine 
In the known world." They have se- 
cured from him on phonographic rec- 
ords over 300 words of his language 
and expect to exhaust his scanty vo- 
cabulary within a week or so. The 
tribal and folk-lore secured from him 
thus far are considered priceless. 


The man, driven from the moun- 


tains by forest fires, was caught near 
Oroville a few days ago, while at- 
tempting to steal meat. 


"Ishi" the anthropologists call him. 


which means "man" in the tongue of 
the Southern Yahi Indians, his tribe. 


At his theory of the origin of fire 


the scientists almost danced with joy. 
It connects Intimately with the my- 
thology of other California tribes and 
tribes east of the Sierras and with 
that of the Greeks and Romans. 
It 


involves a superior or supreme btfatg. 
the coyote, who stole 
the fire and I 


transmitted it to the Yahis either 
voluntarily or because he had to do so. 


WJien Ishi wearied of talking Prof. 


Waterman made him a bow and ar- 
row. 
The old man—Ishi Is over 60— 


brightened up and walked outside. A 
hat was put on a post 100 feet away 
and Ishi sped his first arrow through 
the center of Its crown. 
He shot an- 


other at the same range through 
newspaper at exact Intersection of its 
folds and made 
some other 
fancy 


shots. 
His method of handling the 


bow Is said to be different from that 
found among any other tribes. Ishl's 
one 'garment has been replaced 
bi 


trousers, shirt and necktie. 
He re- 


fuses to remove any of them even a 
night, but retains, from his .former 
estate, buckskin thongs in his ears 
and nose. To each thong. Prof. Kroe- 
ber explained, a bit of abatolone shel 
was attached at one time as a reli- 
gious rite. The presence of the thongs 
Is considered essential to Ishi's well- 
being: in the hereafter.

here for the last four years. Giuseppe 
Castabile, who was arrested yesterday 
with a dynamite bomb under his coat. 
will be arraigned today under the new 
Ian- which makes the mere possession 
of a deadly weapon a felony, but the 
police' hope to prove against him far 
more serious* crimes. 


"In many ways Castabile is the most 


important prisoner we have ever en 
tertained." 
said 
Police 
Inspector 


Hughes. "There have been seventeen 
bomb explosions in the Italian quarter 
in the past month, how many of thest: 
Castabile, who was known as 'the fox' 
and his subordinates are responsible 
for I don't know, but we hope to fast- 
en enough on him to remove him from 
the scene of operations for some time." 


The detention of Castabile on $10.- 


000 bail has proved the value of the 
new "deadly weapon law," for the 
mere possession of a bomb "the Fox" 
may be sent to prison for seven years. 
This law was passed particularly to 
assist the police against elusive Italian 
criminals, whom it is difficult to con 
vict because their victims are afraid 
to testify against them.

Eugenie Barand Dead 


in Her Home. 


DUE TO HEMORRHAGE 


Lying on her 
back in a pool of 


blood and with the'sink and various 
vessels in the bedroom filled and be- 
spattered with blood, Mrs. Eugenie 
Barand. aged 64 years, of 650 High 
street, was found dead on the floor 
of.the bedrooir. at 3:30 o'clock Tues- 
day afternoon by Patrolman George 
Heller. For a time wild rumors were 
current in the neighborhood that Mrs. 
Barand had been murdered, but these 
were dispelled upon the arrival of 
Deputy Coroner Morse Harrofl, who 
pronounced death due to a hemorrhage 
of the lungs. It is the opinion of phy- 
sicians who examined the body that 
Mrs. Barand had been dead at least 
twenty-four hours when found by Pa- 
trolman Heller.' 


Mrs. Barand was last seen at 0 


o'clock Monday night, when a light ap- 
peared in her .bedroom, and it was 
this light still burning that attracted 
the attention of neighbors, who gath- 
ered in front of the house. Patrolman 
Heller passing on his beat was at- 
tracted by- the crowd and was informej 
of the light and the fact that Mrs. 
Barand had not been seen during th<- 
daj-. He gained entrance to the house 
by crawling through a window and 
found the woman dead. Mrs. Barand 
was dressed in her night vlothes and 
the bed in the room indicated that it 
had been occupied for a short time. 


Among other rumors current after 


the discovery of the body was one to 
the effect that an unknown foreigner 
had been seen leaving the house dur- 
ing .the day, but investigation by the 
police failed to confirm this. 
There 


were no signs of a. struggle in the 
room and the doors and windows of 
the house were all found locked. 
A 


search of the premises failed to re- 
veal 
any money or 
valuables, but 


neighbors informed 
the police tha t ' 


Mrs. Barand had paid some bills on 
Monday, and had probably used what 
money she had. 


The deceased had been a resident of 


Fort Wayne for the past sixty-one 
years, coming: here from France at the 
age of three years. 
She had 
been 


married twice, both of her husbands 
preceding her in death, the late Mr. 
Barand dying a year ago last March. 
Since that time the widow had insisted 
upon living alone, though relatives ha:l 
at various times asked her to come 
and live with them. She had been in 
poor health for some time and was 
known 
to be a sufferer 
from lung 


trouble, but her condition was not con- 
sidered serious.

'Cleanliness is the main feature in 


guarding against 
typhoid fever, for 


typhoid is reoosnized as a disease of 
tilth, and 
uncleanliness breeds 
the 


germ and causes infection. 
Before 


typhoid can be contracted the plant 
must be taken into the bowels, and 
this is In most cases caused from eat- 
ing or drinking substances in which 
the typhoid germ has found lodgment. 
Before sitting down to a meal a per- 
son should wash thoroughly, fur the 
hands are frequently 
contaminated 


with excremental matter, and in this 
manner the food or drink becomes in- 
fected. 
Typhoid fever is more com- 


mon in homes without watcrcioscts 
than in homes having them. 
The 


privy is the focus for the dissemina- 
tion 
of 
the 
typhoid 
by 
many 


ways, and especially by contact and 
flics. Care should be taken to guard 
food against Hies, for a fly alighting 
on food is often apt to contaminate it. 
thus transmitting it to the person or 
persons who eat it.

and there need not be much fear from 
tills source, though if there seems any 
likplihood of water being polluted it 
hould be boiled before drinking. 
"Typhoid fever by contact intec- 
ion frequently develops in hospitals 
nd other Institutions. Occasionally 
irpe epidemics are observed due to 
nfected food or water, but most epl- 
emics arc slow and irregular in their 
evelopment. 
The 
disease attacks 


huse In close contact with the pa- 
ients, as physician and nurse,, nnd 
more especially the nurse. Nurses and 
ithers contaminate their hands while 
•arinc for typhoid patients and by not 
getting them thoroughly cleaned in- 
'eet 
their own mouths or food they 


ntend for themselves or others. Con- 
act infection with carriers or those 
•sick with the disease might be shown 


the principal source of infection, no 


those attending patients take great 
care In matters pertaining to cleanli- 
ness. 
In private families contact in- 


fection is quite cosy for 
food 
and 


drink and everything is in common 
and likely to be contaminated. 


"Although in waterbourne as 
in 


food epidemics a great many people 
are suddenly stricken this soon stops 
unless the water or food is constantly 
Infected. 
After this original epidemic 


when the water supply is determined 
pure, or the food properly handled, we 
still have a large series of contact 
cases to contend with. 


"Too much stress cannot he laid 


upon the danger of typhoid from flies 
and as (lies are numerous at this time 
of the year typhoid cases prevail more 
•xtensively and 
the war on them 


should be waged with greater vigor 
than ever. 
It cannot be denied that 


they are an important factor in the 
spread of typhoid, and this is espe- 


ially true In the small country village, 
the farm nnd homes in the city where 
the outdoor privy is used and where 
they can easily gain access.

Nev 
ertheless, as he was borne to the nev 
room the benevolent eyes of the pop 
wandered up and down the halls in 
which he has received and blessed, s 
many thousands of visitors from al 
parts of the world. 
The pope was considerably exhaust- 


ed by the transfer, but he seemed to 
derive great comfort from having a 
larger room and a greater amount of 


a'i,lke many Italians the pope dreads 
to lie in bed with the windows of the 
room open and Insists upon keeping 
them closed both day and night, re- 
ceiving his air from an adjoining room.

Miami indicate that broom corn will 
grow luxuriantly In that section, and 
as the market price for the straw Is 
$150 a ton. it seems probable that moro 
attention may be given to the crop 
next year.-Florida Times-Union.
